understand the limitations of such 
arrangements. The subject is made topical by a recent 
case (The Commercial Motor, December 26, 1958) in 
which a haulier objected to the grant of an additional 
B-licence vehicle to an applicant who had sold him part 
f his business some years earlier. The objector also 
threatened to seek an injunction to enforce a covenant 
by which the applicant had agreed not to solicit custom. 

The modern law on this subject was formed in 1913 
by a House of Lords decision. Its effect is to treat all 
restraints of trade—whether total or partial—in the same 
way, and regard them as basically void, but valid if 
* reasonable.” 

The matter was put clearly in an earlier case cited 
and approved in the House of Lords: “ All interferences 
with individual liberty of action in trading, and all 
restraints.of trade of themselves, if there is nothing more, 
are contrary to public policy and therefore void 
But there are exceptions; restraints of trade . . . may be 
justified by the special circumstances of a particular 
case. 

Obviously, a purchaser of a business wishes to 
prevent, if he can legally do so, the seller from either 
opening up in direct competition just around the corner 
or from soliciting for work among his old customers 
whose goodwill has been transferred to the buyer for 
part of the purchase price. 


Hobbling Ex-employees 


Equally, an employer is anxious to prevent an 
ex-employee from passing on special skill acquired in his 
business. Neither purchaser nor employer can prevent 
these things in the absence of express agreement with the 
vendor or employee, but whether any such agreement is 
enforceable—by injunction and/or damages—will 
depend on its reasonableness. 

It must be reasonable not only as between the parties 
to the agreement, but also in the general interests of the 
public. The courts are much more loth to enforce a 
restrictive promise against an ex-employee than they are 
in the case of a vendor of a business. Perhaps the best 
criterion of reasonableness between the parties is that 
it must be no wider than is really necessary to protect the

principles to particular cases, and 
a purchaser or employer is rarely inclined to agree with 
a decision of the court that a restriction is too wide in 
its terms. Mere examples of what has been held void 
by the courts can be no more than a rough guide, but 
they may assist in assessing the chances of successfully 
obtaining an injunction to restrain a breach of such an 
agreement by a vendor or employee. 


Businesses 


A restraint may be void because its area of limitation 
is too wide. Thus, a junior newspaper reporter was held 
not to be bound by his agreement not to work for any 
other paper within 20 miles. An agreement by the 
manager of a butcher's shop not to carry on a similar 
business within a radius of five miles was held excessive 
and void. A dentist’s assistant’s agreement not to 
practise in any other town where the dentist might 
happen to practise was also too wide. 

On the other hand, there have been cases where far 
wider limits have been permitted, and in certain 
instances an unlimited area might be reasonable. 


Period of Restriction 

As regards the duration of the restraint, in some cases 
two years might be excessive and void, whilst in others 
a far longer period might be permissible. There have 
even been some where a restraint for life has been 
upheld. 

Where a sale of a haulage business has taken place 
coupled with a covenant by the vendor not to engage in 
the business in competition with the purchaser, much 
will depend upon the extent of the area of operation of 
the vendor's former business. Clearly, if the concern is 
nation-wide, with many depots, some fairly strict limita- 
tions both of area and time would be justified and upheld 
by the courts. 

At the other end of the scale there is the haulier with, 
perhaps, two or three vehicles and a small area of 
operations around his base. Any restriction which 
sought to impose a limit on the business activities of such 
a vendor—and even more so of an ex-employee of such 
a person—within any area of wider range than this 
would undoubtedly be void. So, almost certainly, would 


any unlimited or very long period of restriction 
n2S 
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If a court maintains that a restraint-of-trade agree- 
ment of this kind is void, the whole contract is not 
rescinded. The remainder will hold good, so that the 
unfortunate purchaser, who will have based his price on 
the advantage of a rigorous restriction in his favour, will 
find everything stands except that part of the contract 
Nor will. the court substitute its own opinion of what 
may be considered reasonable, so- as to give at least 
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partial effect to what must 
intentions. 

Purchasers of haulage would be well 
advised not to seek too onerous a restriction—either in 
area or time—on the vendor as part of their bargain. It is 
far better to tie the other man to a restriction as regards 
his future trading that will stand the scrutiny of the 
courts and can be enforced by an injunction if necessary

Canute, Look You! 


OCAL authorities in South Wales are well known 

for their antagonism towards bus companies, but by 
now they should realize that it is futile to try to stem the 
tide of rising fares. Groups of them have twice lost 
costly appeals against reasonable increases in fares 
granted by the South Wales Traffic Commissioners. In 
the latest case, reported last week, they claimed that 
four of the 13 successful applicants had submitted 
unreliable budgets of receipts, expenditure and profits 
and had overestimated depreciation and used the wrong 
method of calculating it 

These are serious accusations, and the Minister of 
Transport has found them to be false. In particular, 
he has emphasized that the level of fares must be fixed 
so that operators can make reasonable provision for the 
renewal of assets, either by way of depreciation or by 
transferring profits to reserve. This applies as much 
to municipal undertakings as to companies. It is for 
the operator to decide what vehicles are required to 
maintain his services efficiently, and he is fully entitled 
to take advantage of mechanical progress by buying 
more modern stock, even if it is more costly than current 
models. 


Local authorities who complain of excessive allow- 
ances for depreciation would probably be the first to 
protest if, because buses were worn out, services became 
unreliable and uncomfortable. Councils may legiti- 
mately scrutinize the accounts of applicants for higher 
fares and object if they that waste of 
extravagance is occurring, but they merely make them- 
selves appear stupid if they do not recognize the rising

LONDON TROLLEYBUS 
CONVERSION TO START 
HE first stage of London Transport’s 
trolleybus-conversion programme 
will begin on March 4 (not March | as 
previously announced). Eight route 
extensions and through facilities, 
impracticable with trolleybus operation, 
will be introduced, with new links 
between residential, factory and shop- 
ping areas. 

Sixty-five trolleybuses at Bexleyheath 
depot. and 26 at Carshalton are to go 
out of service on three routes in south 
and south-east London. Each will have 
run nearly Im. miles or more: their 
average age is 20 years. The depots 
are being adapted for use by motor- 
buses, and staff are taking conversion 
courses. 

Bexleyheath depot, opened in 1935, 
was the first completely new trolleybus 
depot built for Lofdon Transport. The 
two routes which radiate from it are 
detached from the rest of the London 
trolleybus system. 

Carshalton depot was built in 1906 
as a tram depot, changing over to the 
Bl *type of trolleybus in 1935.

CEMENT BY ROAD 

N unopposed application by British 

Railways to add two bulk cement 
carriers not exceeding 44 tons each to 
their Leeds-based A-licence fleet was 
granted on Tuesday by Maj. F. S. 
Fastwood, Yorkshire Licensing Authority, 

Mr. James Sneddon, cf British Rail- 
ways, said that 600 air-stide wagons for 
carrying bulk cement were being buik. 
In 1957 they hauled 400 tons of bulk 
cement for G. and T. Earle, Ltd., Hull, 
and last year 830 tons. A figure of 14,000 
tons a year was the target. 

Referring to the report in The 
Commercial Motor last week of the 
Portasilo method of bulk-cement haulage, 
he said that the railways were to experi- 
ment with this system of delivery.

duced over the years to overcome this 
difficulty without introducing tyre scrub 
on curves, but until recently their use 
has been strictly limited. 


Reduced Wear and Tear 

Whilst an improvement in traction by 
transferring some of the torque from the 
slipping wheel to the one on the opposite 
is the main advantage provided by 
slip control in normal road and site 
operations during wintry weather, it offers 
many extra advantages to the typical 
commercial-vehicle uset These include 
the elimination or reduction of shock 
stresses in the transmission lowe! 

re wear in the case of a vehicle running 
empty on the return journey. It can also 
prevent skidding when accelerating. 

Many transmission failures can be 
directly attributed to a wheel which spins 
freely on an icy or greasy surface and 
then moves to harder or rougher ground 
giving a much higher coefficient of 
friction. The kinetic energy of the rapidly 
decelerated wheel assembly must then be 
absorbed by the transmission system and 
this may impose a load which will 
fracture a component of the system by

Torque “ Proportioned ” 

Known as a ™ torque-proportioning ’ 
unit, the Powr-Lok basically comprises 
1 conventional differential, with a 
modified form of pinion - and - cage 
assembly, and small multi-plate 
clutches. The diameter of the unit is 
similar to that of a standard differential 
but its overall length is somewhat 
increased, although it may normally be 
installed in the space available for the 
standard differential 

When a torque is applied through the 
crown wheel to the pinion cage a thrust 
is imparted to both clutches, which tend 
to lock the half-shafts to the cage. When 
the torque loading is reduced on the outer! 
wheel because of a curve in the road, the 
thrust on the clutch is reduced compared 
with the thrust on the opposite clutch, 
and this allows the outer wheel to move 
through a larger circle without causing 
tyre scrub At the same time, an 
increased torque is applied to the inner 
wheel 

In practice, the maximum “ torque- 
proportioning” ratio is 4 to 1, which

The mating plates are formed with 
peripheral tongues which fit into slots in 
the cage. Steel clutch plates are employed 
ind full engagement is provided with 
little axial movement of the thrust ring 

The angle of the V-slot may be 30° or 
45°, according to the clutch action 
required for a given driving torque. A 
special type of pearlitic malleable iron is 
employed for the two half-cages 

Each clutch comprises a total of cither 
four or five plates, which can be arranged 
in different positions to vary the friction 
characteristics. For example, two ring- 
mounted plates may be located in 
adjacent positions in the centre or to mate 
on both sides with the cage-mounted 
plates. 

If severe conditions of service 
frequently impose heavy loading on the 
clutch units. renewal may be necessary 
before replacement of the main differ- 
ential components is required. Normal 
differential action is, however, provided in 
the event of plate failure. 

After dismantling the axle, replacement 
plates can be fitted in a few minutes. The 
only special precaution that must be taken 
is to fill the differential with a special 
type of lubricant for efficient operation of 
the clutches.

difficulties, said Mr. A. R. J. van der Goes, 
manager of _ the technical 
department of Van Doornes Automobiel- 
fabrick N.V., Eindhoven, in London 
yesterday. He was presenting a paper 
on “Continental Trends in the Design 
of Heavy Commercial Vehicles” to the 
Institute of Road Transport Engineers. 

He quoted the heavy-vehicle regulations 
which came into force in Germany on 
January 1, 1958, as an illustration. This 
legislation, by limiting vehicle lengths and 
weights, made an increase in 
transport costs inevitable for German 
hauliers and  oferators. of other 
nationalities working in that country. 

It was thought that this action 
deliberately intended to protect the 
German railway system, which was in an 
unsatisfactory financial position How 
t could affect design was shown by the 
favouring of semi-trailers, as opposed to 
trailers, in the regulations As semi- 
trailers were comparatively rare in 
Germany and trailers numerous, it would 
mean a change of policy by operators and 
manufacturers. 

Such changes would not, however. 
reduce the number of commercial 
vehicles in operation in Western Europe 
In fact, it was predicted that the 75 pe:

Cost Hampers Progress 
Gearbox requirements varied 
one country to another, depending on the 
type of terrain likely to be encountered 
The production of five- and six-speed 
gearboxes had placed greater demands on 
the driver. Although synchromesh and

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At the head of the transport organization in London is 
Mr. J. P. Macdonald. Widely qualified in the fields of 
haulage and accountancy, and as a retired senior officer of 
the Royal Army Ordnance Corps, he brought to the cor- 
poration a great deal of experience.

Lest it should be 
that the corporation merely 
handful of mobile canteens up and down the country, it 
can be revealed that they also operate distributing ware- 
houses at Amesbury, Portsmouth, Stafford, Peterborough 
and Darlington. They have bakeries at Catterick, North 
Hykeham, Wrexham, Colchester, Cirencester, Devonport, 
Portsmouth and Gillingham, produce warehouses at Edin- 
burgh, Liverpool and Aldershot, general goods warehouses 
at Southsea and Devonport, furnishing warehouses al 
Ludgershall and Derby, a ship issue store at Rosyth and an 
import-export warehouse in London. Nor is any of these 
establishments exactly pint-sized. 

The London warehouse, in Kennings Way, Kennington, 
is notable for several things, not least that it houses under 
its roof a tea factory, a bacon factory and one of the 
largest wine cellars in London. Although its function of 
handling mainly docks traffic is perhaps not typical of all 
Naafi warehouses, its methods of operation are. The 
commodities that pass through it have not quite the 
bewildering variety that exists elsewhere, but the quantities 
involved are extremely impressive. 

There is a constant flow of imported goods of all kinds 
from London's docks, matched by equal quantities in 
transit to the Forces all over the world. Goods handled 
in bulk include sugar, great barrels of wine, destined for 
bottling at Kennington, tea, canned vegetables, eggs, 
cheeses, cereals and all the dozens of items that make up

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the Service rations. In addition, the warehouse holds big 
supplies of all kinds of sports equipment, from table-tennis 
balls to boxing rings, trophies and medals, gramophone 
records and pharmaceutical goods. 

All commodities, with the exception of the bulky wine 
barrels, are stored and handled on pallets of standard sizes. 
Throughout the warehouse, full use is made of fork-lift 
and pallet trucks, battery-electric trolleys and roller con 
veyors. As far as possible, consignments inwards are bought 
in quantities to take advantage of carriage-free rates. 

The principles of operation in use at Kennington are 
basically similar to those adopted for Naafi warehouses 
throughout the country. All are equipped with generous 
loading banks, all make the fullest use of pallets and all 
have a sufficiency of mechanical-handling equipment. 
These principles also apply to warehouses located overseas, 
where the same system works with the same smoothness. 

In their supply of overseas installations, 
Naafi are particularly well placed. It is 
often possible for a corporation vehicle to 
deliver palleted goods to the docks, whence 
they are shipped to the Continent, to be met 
another from the local Naafi 
depot. The load-breaking 
and handling by third parties results in appre

Each warehouse has its own transport workshop under 
the supervision of the transport manager. He has a small 
staff of qualified mechanics (like the Services, Naafi believe 
in the value of sending men on manufacturers’ courses) 
The workshop stores are kept as small as is practicable, 
for there is little virtue in locking up large amounts of 
capital in parts which can be readily provided locally. 

Workshops and their staffs are capable of dealing with 
most repairs and major docks are carried out regularly. 
As I will describe next week, meticulous records are kept 
of work done and of the life of such items as tyres and 
batteries. The purchase and replacement of these com- 
ponents are dealt with centrally by the London head- 
quarters. 

As far as possible, Naafi vehicles are routed to deliver 
on pre-arranged dates. The units served are spread over 
the whole of the country, often in places which are well 
off the trunk roads. In general, fresh provisions must be 
delivered about twice as often as dry goods and by no 
means all stations can accept goods in bulk. Mobile can- 
teens and mobile shops, for example, carry relatively small 
stocks and must be replenished with greater frequency 
than a camp of several thousand men. 

Breaking bulk is, somewhat naturally, one of the major 
difficulties of the storekeeper. It is expected by the cus- 
tomer of a small shop that the variety of goods will at

work to a schedule. In practice, such a standard is, of course, 
unobtainable, yet most operators do achieve a workable and 
satisfactory compromise This would include, for example, 
the use of the first hour or so of each working day to get 
vehicles on service after attending to minor defects and adjust- 
ments reported by drivers the previous night as requiring 
attention Thereafter, the repair staff is able to concentrate 
efficiently on scheduled maintenance

So stated, the procedure would appear relatively simple, yet 
in practice it can only too easily break down and become a 
What should have been minor defects in vehicles 
detailed for service—brake adjustments, for example—turn out 
to be much more intractable. Another vehicle, originally 
allocated for maintenance in accordance with a carefully worked 
out plan, has to be substituted whilst frequent repetition of 
similar improvisation causes still more unscheduled repair work 
because routine maintenance is repeatedly postponed 

Iwo elements are essential if preventive maintenance is to 
succeed The programme must be a workable compromise 
between over-elaboration and insufficiency, and be appropriate 
to both the vehicles employed and the particular conditions of 
operation. Still more important, staff co-operation is essential 
from the outset. Where such a scheme is being inaugurated, 
the objectives should be explained to both repair and driving 
staff, followed by leadership determined to 
difficulty, whether accidental or provoked. 

Another advantage of preventive maintenance is primarily 
psychological, although ultimately it can have economic benefits 
Where there was no plan of priority for vehicles to 
there could well be a tendency for 
exaggerate defect reports so as to receive early treatment. If 
this were not checked, more conscientious drivers would feel 
compelled to do the same in self-defence In contrast, where 
a maintenance programme was operated and available for 
inspection by drivers, the submission of daily defect 
just before the scheduled servicing day would be discouraged 
thereby allowing maximum time for other scheduled work 

Where it is intended to inaugurate a scheme of preventive 
maintenance without previous experience, a common procedure 
is to base the practical aspects on the recommendations con 
tained in the manufacturer's handbook This, of 
inother instance where standardization of fleets is a 
asset, because it is inconvenient, if not impracticable.
